MEXICO CITY, (CDN)—President 
Truman's plan for standardizing 
Latin American military forces 
along the lines of the United States 
army and navy is not meeting with 
much favor in Mex'co 

Military men here are dubiou 
Some of them see in the move to 
train and equip Mexicans, an effort 
to make the Mexican army a second- 
string division of the US. forces 

Others, who remember the history 
of battles along the Texas-New 
Mexico-Arizona border, don't lke 
the idea at all. They do not want 
to have to depend on the US. for 
bullets for guns made in America— 
and feel there is no assurance that 
the United States will not cut off 
their ammunition supply on the 
slightest whim.

“How can we feel safe, “This 
general asked, “in arming ourselves 
with American weapons, and be- 
coming dependent militarily on the 
United States, when your own state 
department does not have a strong 
policy? We never know what posi- 
tion will be taken in world affairs 
We've watched Kussia make the 
United States look foolish on every 
postwar issue 

“Mexicans feel the United States 
is weak diplomatically and cannot 
make a dec'sion and stick to it. 
That is why we are not sure that 
Mr. Truman’s proposal is a good one 
for Mexico If we felt that the 
United States would deal with in- 
ternational affairs with a strong 
hand we would feel safer Then 
we could subscribe to the theory of 
American trained and equipped 


troops for Mexico.” 


Dodges Question 

Even Ezequiel Padilla, defeated 
presidential candidate who has been 
the United States’ strongest ally in 
hemispherical conferences, hedged 
on the matter. 

“Mr. Truman’s plan is a good 
measure,” he said, “but most im- 
portant this time of atomic pow- 
er is not the armaments, but the dis- 
position and the souls of men A 
common action is the strongest 
fortress of security. 

Even less definite is Miguel Ale- 
man, Mexico's president elect

In conjunction with, or at least in very 
close juxtaposition to, his forecast of a def- 
icit of 180,000 homes by next spring, Hon. 
C.D. Howe told parliament ‘steps have been 
taken to improve production of building 
materials’

ernment, he said then, “is prepared to con-

When the Minister of Reconstruction 
predicts a deficit of 180,000 homes within 
a given period, it may be umed he is not 
exaggerating for any tendency to exag- 
gerate from which he has suffered in the 
past has ever been in the _ direction of 
optimism.

Editor, Bulletin — I am interested 
in the remarks made on the budget 


i yposals for the taxation of co-op- 
eratives by R. J. Boutillier, secret- 
ary cf the AFU, and also Mr. Rop 
er, ieader of the CCF in Alberta 

M-. Roper, as a self-chosen cham- 
sion of the co-op movement, says 
It is the worst blow struck at the 
co Op moveme in the history of 
‘anada Well, [ am interested in 
the principles of the co-op move- 
ment as much as Mr. Roper. In fact 
1 am a member of five co-ops, and 
J agree th C. T. Gooding, presi 
dent and general manage of the 
Saskatchewan Dairy Pool, that the 
recommendations of the Royal com 
mission “appear to be very satis- 
factory.” 

He also pointed out that co-op 
earnings returned to, or credited 
to, Inembers would be exempt from 


taxation and said: “It is a matter 
satisfaction also to note that the co- 
mmission recommends that private 
enterprise be given the same oppor- 
tunit to obtain tax exemptions. ’ 

This man, together with other co- 
op executives, understands the pri 
neiple of the co-op movement and 
not so prejudiced as to ask for 
the special privilege of tax exemp-

a co-op; which Mr. Roper wants, 
with the end in view, perhaps, of 


building a compulsory co operative 
commonwealth. Nothing in the re- 
port prejudicial to the interests 
of co-ops if they are being conduc

With regard to the press state- 
ment issued by Mr. Boutillier, that 
the “political neutrality of the co- 
nas been smashed by a con- 
spiracy of vested interests,” is he 
authorized to say that the co-op 
movement is departing from its 
stand of political neutrality, and 
is now favoring one political party? 
It should not be lost sight of that 
Mr. Boutillier’s name, a supporter 
of the CCF, is associated with that 
of Mr Roper in this statement, and 
it would appear that they both fa- 
vor a government which would sup- 
port the withholding of patronage 
dividends in order to build up cap 
ital assets, and thus violate one of 
the :irst principles of true co-oper- 
zation
